12,000  square  feet  of  stocks  grown  on  single  stem  or  close  planting  method  at  Ball  Gardens,  West  Chicago, 
Ill.  The  seed  was  sown  February  1  in  flats,  transplanted  March  10  in  rows  across  the  beds,  7  inches  between 
the  rows  and  3  inches  in  the  row.  The  photo  was  taken  June  2.  A  few  of  the  earliest  were  cut  out  for 
Mothers’  day.  With  a  slightly  higher  temperature,  more  would  have  been  ready  for  this  occasion.  The  soil 
used  was  fresh  for  a  crop  of  peas  that  preceded  the  stocks.  Old  soil  tends  to  produce  the  black  stem  rot 
this  plant  is  subject  to.  One  set  of  wire  and  string  supports  was  used,  but  with  a  heavy  growth  this  is 
not  always  enough.
